"Wc have been telling Treasury of- 
ficials, 'Let us know how much yon 
want us lo do, and the citizens of our 
districts will do it.' Set a iit;ure, and 
we will beat it," Mr. Stiles said. 

"We now know what is expected of 
us as patriotic citizens in the war ef- 
fort. I ex|)ect tlie citizens of Lake 
county to meet tliis ch.illenge to their 
loyalty to the men on our fighting 
fronts. N'ot only ^vill wc equal our 
tiuota, we will go over the top every 
month, throughout the duration." 

County quotas .throughout the Unit- 
ed Slates will be based o^i the average 
sales since inauguration of the Bond 
Campaign May ], 1942, Chairman 
Stiles explained. 

Billion a Month in Nation 
•"The total j^aUs throughout the 
country have averaged ?4-t0.000,000 per 
month. For the present, this will be 
regarded as -M per cent of tpiota. 
The national goal is $l,WH),OOO,0OO per 
month," Mr. Stiles said— "wc must also 
regard our past record as only -14 per 
cent adetpiate. Our quota will gradu- 
ally 'be stepped up during May and 
June. I'rom July on, .we will ihe'called 
iipoti to meet a quota double the 
amount of our previous sales. We can 
do it. Wc will."

The so-called "freezing" of larger 
private construction erroneously re- 
ported by injany news agencies is giv- 
ing way to more cheerful and accurate 
facts. As usual the people of this 
town mu>t <lepend on their newspaper 
to give them the "low-down" on which 
tlioy can depend an<l act. 

"The order was intended to direct as 
much material as possible to war use," 
Vos said, "but it also makes generous 
an^d necessary allowances for needed 
civilian cnnstruction."

Ilardl. 40, of 1738 Xirraganset ave., 
Chicago. At the im;uest held Mondav 
by Coroner John L. Taylor ihe drown"- 
ings were held to be accidental. 

Nelson, Fergien and Hardt weul 
fishing in Fox lake near Indian Point 
at 6:30 Saturday morning, and tJieir 
boat was found capsized al 4:40 in the 
afternoon, witnesses at the in- 
ipiest stated. Discoverv of the over- 
turned hoat by Dale Smith and Rob- 
ert Jackson, -both of Chicago, was the 
first hint tiuit tragedy had occurred. 
They iwiiced the prow of the boat .*nd 
rowing closer fhcy saw the bodv of a 
man several feet under water dangling 
from the anchor chain.

"In the I-icli!" 
Pcb. 12, 1942 
Dear Mother, Dud ind Frances: 

This letter may never be delivered. It will go to 
Corrcgidor .md there wait for transporcition. Periiapf; 
I'll be able to cable you before it arrives. Ouieu suhe? 
(Expletive, "Who knows?") 

About the war I can say nothiiii;. You back 
home know more about it than we f.\o. All we sec is 
our little theatre of o^vratlons. . . . 

Also, I am proud to be a part of tlie fight that is 
being made here; and would not, even if it were possible, 
leave here until it Is over and we have won, as we in- 
evitably will. By "we" 1 mean my country in general. 
Bataan may fall, but the eventual outcome of the war 
is foreordained. 

I have seen some horrible things happen, and have 
had my share of narrow escapes, but 1 have also seen 
some very wonderful acts of courage, self-sacrifice and 
loyalty. At last I have found what I have searched for 
all my life — a cau.se and a iob in which I can lose my- 
self completely and to which I can give every ounce of 
my strength and my mind. And I have mentally and 



spiritually conquered my fear of death. Pure animal 
terror — a protective emotion — cannot be entirely sub- 
dued by the mentality but ic can, and has been con- 
trolled. 



My prayer each night is that God will send you, 
who are suffering so much more than I am, His strength 
and peace. During the first few days of war I also , coniplt'te as could be desired.

prayed for personal protection from physical harm but 
now that I may be given strength to bear whatever I 
must bear, and do whatever 1 must do so that those men 
under me will have every reasonable chance. 

Life and my family have been very good to me — 
and have given me everything I have ever really wanted, 
and should anything happen to me here it will- not be 
like closing a book in the middle as it would have been 
had 1 been killed in the (irst few days of the war. For 
in the last two months I have done a lifetime of living, 
.ukI have been a part of one of the most unselfish, co-op- 
erative elforts that has ever been made by any group of 
individuals. 

Mistakes may have been made — but that has noth- 
ing to do with the manner in which my comrades on 
Bataan. botli Filipinos and Americans, have reacted to 
their trial by fire. If the same sellless spirit were devotctl 
to world betterment in time of peace, what a good world 
we would have! 

The purjxjse of this letter is to send you my love 
and my thanks for just being my family. It is written 
with no so-called premonitions. Really, all in all, my 
chances are pretty good. Much better than most of the 
line oiltcers of my grade anti age. For. as I told you 
many times in my letters before the war, my particular 
job— ^and it hasn't been changed — is about as safe as any 
soldier could have in war time. 

"Keep 'em flying"— WEST!

P. S.: Dad was right. He always said that actual- 
ly being in a war is not as bad as reading or hearjng 
about one. "A man can do what he must do" is another 
apt phrase of his which I've never forgotten.

CEILINGS: 

Cover Nation 

The setling of price ceilings on 
practically every conccivaljlc com- 
modity in the country liad lieen ex- 
pected by the Ijusinoss world, hence 
it was received with little shock. 

The impact on the public had 
been terrific, however, and it is cur- 
tain that business men were sur- 
prised, at the drastic rules to be 
adopted by Leon Henderson to put 
"teeth" into tlie price control plan. 
■ Henderson had made it "life or 
death" for business by a very simple 
procedure. Ho proposed licensing 
all retailers and wholesalers, and if 
found violating a single one of the 
price ceiiings, they would face an 
instant loss of their license to do 
business. 

This was a form of control which 
was not familiar lo anyone living 
in this country, in fact without paral- 
lel in liistory, and it fell on the busi- 
ness ear with a sickening thud, and 
the merchant could now say "I know 
what it is to be at war." 

Gorman and Italian commentators 
picked tliis up gleefully, and called 
it a terrific blow "lo the American 
way of life" as indeed it was, and 
the President promptly and frankly 
had admitted it. 

The American answer was, how- 
over, that the American way of life 
was but being placed in abeyance 
for the time being, pending the win- 
ning of the war, wlien it would 
be back again in full flower once 
more. 

The sugar commercial users had 
turned out in force lo rcgisler, and 
the nation v.-as on the llircshold of 
the rationing of this commodity. 

Restaurants were planning to 
meet the shortage by changing their 
cookery and bills of fare; ice cream 
makers were going to have lo short- 
on their output, the candy makers 
were in for a lough time. 

But in general the spirit was ex- 
cellent, and while there was some 
talk of a growing "black market" in 
tires, and the nation was going to 
have to cope witli tiiat sort of thing, 
Henderson's penalties were expected 
to be sufllcienl to meet the need, and 
the future was being faced with 
a good heart by the rank and fde of 
the country, whellier consumer or 
producer, whether buyer or seller. 

WAGES: 
Hold Still 

With the President giving the 
green light to the program lo set 
ceilings on prices and incomes, set- 
ting $25,000 a year net as tho latter, 
the question of ceilings on wages 
came in for much comment but no 
action. 

The President had taken a strong 
public stand for the -lO-hour week 
continuance, revealed that labor in 
war industry was constantly work- 
ing at least 40 hours, and pointing 
out that as price ceilings were not 
retroactive, but were fi.xed at 
March's highest levels, ho did 
not favor a program which would 
reduce the weekly paycheck. 

While there had been much talk 
about the work-week, and some pro- 
posed legislation, nobody Iiod so far 
had the temerity to come forward 
with a program to cut everybody's 
wages in war industry. j 

Labor itself had voluntarily fore- j 
gone tiie double time for Sundays I 
and holidays, while holding out for 
the lime and a half for the sixth 
day of work, and the same for a 
seventh if necessary. 

It was tho altitude of tho While 
House that with rents held lo a 
coiling, and with the cost of living 
stabilized through commodity price 
ceilings, there could be no excuse 
for increases in wages. 

The average weekly wage in in- 
dustrial plants now stood at $35 a 
week, a revolutionary increase, and 
n was seen that if the White House 
and the administration stood strong- 
ly for no wage increases, then labor 
trouble in industries should auto- 
matically vanish. Wages would au- 
tomntically hold still, it was hold 
by authorities. 



ARMY: 

Dependency 

An effort lo get into uniform larg- 
or numbers of men with dependents, 
on Ihe ground that men with some- 
body at home to fight for ought la 
make as good if not betlor fighters 
than any, was being made by the 
army with the suggestion that al- 
luy.-anccs ouglit to be made for men 
v.'.l!] dependents who are with the 
armed forces. 

This was a revolutionary idea, but 
Its proponents declared it was just 
as sound as tho reverse procedure, 
which gave a man exemptions on 
his income lax for dependents. 

Selective service loaders pointed 
oul that Class li was the largest 
class in the entire draft, and this 
was the class they should eliminate. 

Allowances for dependents, they 
paid, would accr-mplish this. 

The spokesmen for the war de- 
partment had been Maj. William S. 
Richards, r.nd Maj. Francis V, Keo- 
sling of the selective service sys- 
tem. 

Kccsling hod said: 

"Sixty-five per cent of all regis- 
trants are in Class 3. In our plan- 
ning for the futtrre, we have con- 
templalcd the advisability of fur- 
ther distinguishing between men in 
Ihis class." 

"If congress should pass allow- 
ance and allotment provisions for 
tiicse dependents, then Class 3 could 
be abolished nltogctlier. 

"Under such circumstances single 
and mnrricd men could bo inducted 
in accordrrnce v.Mth their numbers 
only." 

iriUtjI'."^: 
Doivn Under 

Heavy roinforcemcnls of Ameri- 
can Iroops in Australia had been 
acknowledged by Prime iMinistor 
Curlin, and there had been a re- 
doubling of the air attacks by 
American and Aussie pianos on Jap 
bases. ' 

Most observers believed that tho 
Japanese had abandoned any hope 
of ever setting foot on Australian 
soil, but the communiques from 
Melbourne and Canberra still 
stressed Japanese concentrations of 
air power to the north, and a studied 
effort was being made, apparently, 
to dispel any idea that the men- 
ace had been removed. 

Whether this was just a program 
of "playing safe," or to give more 
point to tho strides the American- 
Australian forces were making with 
their offensive, was hard to say. 

The British seemed to feel that 
tho Japs were making their biggest 
play on the Burmese front, but ad- 
mittedly, if the Burmese campaign 
were to bo won, then the danger of 
Australia being next would be 
greater. 

But the dispatches seemed to show 
that whatever advantage of num- 
bers or equipment there might be 
on the Australian front probably 
rested with tho Allies— not with tho 
Japanese. 

The constant raids on Lae, Sala- 
maun and Now Britain seemed to be 
wreaking increased damage, and 
the supply lines from the United 
Slates to Australia still failed to re- 
port any sinkings of American ves- 
sels, hence had to bo presumed to 
ho open and successfully moving 
supplies and men. 

The Australian front, on the whole, 
had so far been a comforting and 
successful section of the battle for 
our side. 



FACTORY: 

America Winning 
Battle of Prcdiiction 

Men of industry told tho nation 
that as far as they were concerned, 
regardless of what might be the 
news from the fighting or training 
fronts, the battle of production was 
being won. 

Tho lop industries in the United 
States,, with representatives meet- 
ing in Chicago, had reported: 

Airplanes— on schedule. 

Ships— Ahead of schedule. 

Coal— Adequate. 

Even on petroleum tho reports 
v/ere that production was more than 
adequate, and that the distribution 
problems were being solved. Power 
and construction projects were re- 
ported working on schedule. The 
machine tools were said to bo ade- 
quate in supply. 

As to our steel output, it was 
called 50 per cent greater than the 
capacity of Germany, Japan, Italy 
and all the nations controlled by 
the Axis put loscthcr. 

AXIS: 

Unrest Evident 

Turning to the three Axis govern- 
ments, each of them v.-as show:ng 
serious signs of unrcsl. 

The Japanese h::d been jiltery 
smce the bomb'n^js of their cities 
by American plan'--, and the cer- 
tainty that it would happen again 
and again in the future. 

Tho Germans had found Hitler 
suddenly calling the Reichstag in 
session, not for democratic pur- 
poses, but simply to vote him, in 
typical rubber-stamp fashion, prac- 
tical life and death power over ev- 
eryone, and really placing the Ge- 
stapo in such a position in the Reich 
as even it had never enjoyed be- 
fore. 

Mussolini publicly was admitting 
serious disorders in Italy. He cited 
lack of discipline being reported 
from many prefectures, and that 
widespread fraud and "chiseling" 
was rearing its ugly head. 

London was advising caution in 
accepting reports that there had 
been an open break between Mus- 
solini and King Victor Emmanuel. 

But Mussolini, according to neu- 
tral press centers and to Italian 
broadcasts picked up had spoken 
bitterly of the Italian food shortage, 
and had called it Italy's most se- 
rious problem. 

It was from Switzerland that the 
report had come that King Victor 
Emmanuel had decided to ask both 
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KI.\G ViCTOH KM^MANUEL 

Itrcak uiih Musutlhti? 

Mussolini and Ciano lo resign, and 
to lake over the reins of govern- 
ment himself. 

Other neutral circles, however, 
had viewed the Mussolini talk as a 
simple prelude to a purge of high 
Fascist officials. • 

The Hitler talk, had been seen in 
tho same way, and neutral reports 
had been that one of the first acts 
under Hitler's new powers had been 
the cashiering of the general 
charged with the Leningrad area of 
tho Russian front where things had 
been going very badly with the 
spring offensive of Germany. 

In fact Russia had claimed that 
on this front German-Finnish losses 
had averaged 500 deaths a day. 



Tojo had warned his people that 
in spite of successes so far, they 
must bo prepared for a long war, 
that the victory had not yet been 
won, and that many sacrifices must 
yet be made. • 

This was addressed to a people 
which had for years been watching 
with disquiet the failure of their 
armies to quell or overcome the 
Chinese, and now, with the whole 
civilized world on their trail, to see 
still more shiploads of wounded 
coming home, and to get constant ad- 
ditional reports of heavy air and 
land losses. 



RUSSIA: 
And RAF 

The Royal Air force and Russia 
had begun lo work like a team un 
Germany, and the evidence was pil- 
ing up that Hitler was faced with n 
spring offensive that might at any 
moment kick back in his face. 

Moscow told of her troops making 
an "important advance" of 45 miles 
in four days on tho Leningrad front, 
with terrific Nazi resistance over- 
come in crossing a vital river. 

At the same time the Berlin and 
Vichy radios were admitting that 
big battles were in progress in the 
Kurk and Orel sectors, and that a 
large-scale Russian attack, well sup- 
plied with tanks and armored cars, 
had succeeded in breaking through 
the German lines northeast of Orel, 

This was another sector than the 
one the Russians spoke of, .so it 
seemed that the Russian successes 
probably had not boon purely local. 

The attack of the Royal Air force 
on Bailie ports had wreaked ter- 
rific damage, and these points, so 
far removed from England that Ger- 
many had regarded Ihom as rather 
safe, probably were not well de- 
fended. 

But the Halifax and Sterling 
bombers, plus our own four-motored 
planes, had been able to oat up this 
distance, and to drop 1,000,000 
pounds of bombs on Rostock alone.

Quenching Small Tools 

The recommended practice for 
quenching small tools in water Jb 
to remove Ihem from the bath while 
the tools are still warm (that Is, 
beJow about 300 degrees F. or where 
water will boil on them) and then 
reheat (temper) immediately to re- 
lieve stress (300-375 degrees F.— 
straw color) or to higher tempera- 
ture for the desired hardness. Do 
not allow the tools to become cold 
in the quenching bath, and they 
Should not become cold before tem- 
pering. Cracking due to quenching 
usually takes place in a relatively 
low temperature range.

TRUSTEE'S REPORT 



Modern presentations of Christ m 
picture and sermon often give the 
impression that He was an elTemi- 
nate man who went about domg gen- 
tle little deeds of kindness. One al- 
most feels that He spoke in a ha f 
whisper and that He fearfully avoid- 
ed the dimcultics and dangers of life. 
Such a picture of Christ, whether 
in words or on canvas, was never 
obtained from Hie Bible Yes He 
was gentle ami kind; He did so 
about doing good; Ho was altogeth- 
er humble-but why give the false 
impression that gentleness means 
weakness, kindness means a senti- 
mental softness, etc. These are the 
virtues of a slrdng man and such 
was our Christ. He was a manly 
man who so excited the admiration 
of the bovs in the temple that they 
shouted a' holy "Hurrah" (Hosanna 
—in Hebrew). 

On Monday as our Lord came into 
the city He saw and dealt with the , 
fruitless fig tree and later in the dny 
He cleansed the temple. This seems , 
to be the order of the events <see 
Mark 11) and we will so consider , 
them. 

I. Jesus Stimulates Faith by an 
Act of .UMlsment (vv. 18-22). 

In the mornini; as Jesus returned 
to Jerusalem, Ho was hungry. He 
had proljablv spent the nighl m 
pravcr after Hi.s tunc of fellowshii^ 
with the di.=;ciplcs (Mark 11:11). It 
was earlv .sprin;^. and normally not 
the lime fur fitis lo be ready lo eat, 
but He saw a tree which already haa 
foliage on it. Since the loaves forn: 
after the fruit. Ho properly locked 
for fiss-i:reen, perhaps, but eve!'. 
so useable for food— and there were 

none. , , „ 

In a swift miracle of iudgmonl, IK- 
condemned tiie tree, which soor. 
withered. Some have assumed thnt 
He acted in anuer, but that is evi- 
denllv nut so. His act was a sign 
to Israel and to us. The fig tree wo:^' , 
a licure of Israel (see Hosoa 9:10. 
Joel 1:7. Luke 13:6-9). They as a 
nation had llie outward signs c: 
fruit. Uuit is, llie "leaves" of tem- 
! pie worship, teaching of the law. 
' etc., but tliere was no fruit of ri - _ 
penlance and failii. of real lov for ; 
i God (.see Horn. 2:17-23). Jud ;jnent I 
v.-as certain, and our Lord rMr;-.ed a j 
' useless, fruitless tree to try *'> awak- i 
en the people lo their need. I 

\Soour Lord comes to us— to look |

This miracle was not only a sign 
r: judgment; it was used by our 
Lord lo stimulate Uie di.^ciplw* fnilh. 
V.'iuit- IhdV had seen was only an 
indication'of what faitli (and note it 
was their faith) could do. The pitim- 
ise of God to those who. abiding in 
Christ and with His Word abitHnu in 
li'xdr hr-art. ask according to His 
wili. in failli noliiing doubUnt^. is 
without limit.
